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County budget includes jail for next year

After serious concerns over the 
past couple of months about the 
future of the Hickman County 
Detention Center, on Monday night 
the Hickman County Fiscal Court 
passed a fiscal year 2014-2015 
budget that included full funding of 
the facility. 


This budget does not, however, 
guarantee that Hickman County 
will have a full-service jail for the 
entirety of the fiscal year. 

“The fiscal court has the authority 
at any point in the year to close 
the jail,” Hickman County Judge 
Executive Greg Pruitt said during 
the meeting. The magistrates stated 
the reason they decided to keep the 


jail open is the “uptick” in state 
inmate population. 

As of Monday, June 23, the 
detention center had 58 state 
inmates, one Carlisle County inmate, 
and nine Hickman County inmates. 

As long as the population of 
state inmates remains above 50, 
Magistrate Tommy Roberts believes 
the funding of the jail is the best 


option. “According to my figures, 
we’ve got to maintain more than 50 
state inmates to keep the jail open,” 
he said. Roberts believes keeping the 
number of state inmates above that 
threshold on a consistent basis is key 
to keeping the jail operational. 

While the current state inmate 
population at the Hickman County 
Detention Center is 58, the average 


over the past 12 months was in the 
30s. 

Also during the meeting, the fiscal 
court approved a contract with CPB 
Food Service for inmate meals at 
the detention center. Judge Pruitt 
informed the magistrates that the 
contract includes a 30-day notice for

Riddick still delivering bikes to children 


From the Kentucky Baptist Convention 

Nearly every inch of Frank Riddick’s workshop is 
covered in bicycles. Every color. Every brand. Every 
size. 

Hundreds of them lean on kickstands or hang from 
rafters. And dozens that have been carefully refurbished 
have been loaded onto a trailer, ready to be delivered to 
needy children whose parents simply can’t stretch their 
money far enough to go buy one. 

It’s the toothy grins of these children and their shrieks 
of sheer delight when they get free bikes that keep 
the 78-year-old Southern Baptist motivated. He has 
been gathering used bicycles, making needed repairs, 
adorning them with “Jesus Loves You” license plates, 
and giving them away for nearly two decades. 

“I didn’t have a bike growing up,” Riddick said, a 
serious tone reflecting the void he had felt as a child.

Ward addresses 
school board 
with concerns 


Changes made to 
student dress codes

An area business owner expressed 
concern last week over the 
curriculum students are currently 
taught in school 

Dr. Harry Ward, owner and 
veterinarian at Ward Animal Clinic 
in Fulton and former member of 
the Hickman County School Board, 
attended Thursday night’s meeting 
of the Hickman County Board of 
Education and addressed the board 
about the lack of practical knowledge 
in today’s curriculum. Ward, who 
showed particular concern over 
students’ inexperience with the 
metric system of measurement, did 
not blame the local teachers for the 
problem, but Frankfort bureaucrats 
who pass down the curriculum 
standards. Ward was also concerned 
with work ethic. 

“I can tell a kid to do three 
things, and if he does one of them, 
I consider myself lucky,” he said. 
“They’re missing ‘life skills.’” 
Ward’s message seemed unlikely 
when directed toward a school 
system regarded so highly in college 
and career readiness. Three years 
ago, Hickman County schools 
administration found out that the 
district was ranked 140 th in the state 
for college and career readiness and 
vowed to turn the charts around. 
Now, the district is ranked among 
the top in the state for that category. 

Hickman County Schools 
Superintendent Casey Henderson 
explained that the school district has 
to teach what is passed down from 
the state level, and that teachers and 
the entire school system are judged 


based on the results of standardized 
test scores. Testing is something 
that Hickman County schools have 
mastered, ranking among the highest 
in the state for college and career 
readiness and other categories. 

During his report, Henderson 
announced that HCHS Class of 
2014 graduates had earned a total 
of 1,132 college credit hours over 
the course of their junior and senior 
years, and that this year’s juniors 
and seniors took a total of 1,120 
hours during the 2013-2014 school 
year. He pointed out that Hickman 
County High School was featured 
in the latest edition of the Kentucky 
School Advocate for their impressive 
achievements in college and career 
readiness. 

“We are one of the three schools 
in the state that were listed as 
leaders in preparing students for 
the future,” he said. The other two 
schools highlighted were Somerset 
High School and Ryle High School 
in Boone County. 

The Kentucky Council on 
Postsecondary Education defines 
college readiness as the level of 
preparation a first-time student 
needs to succeed in a credit-bearing 
course at a postsecondary institution. 
“Success” is defined as completing 
entry-level courses at a level of 
understanding and proficiency that 
prepares the student for subsequent 
courses, without the need for 
developmental education courses or 
supplemental coursework. The same 
organization defines career readiness 
and the level of preparation a high 
school graduate needs to proceed 
to the next step in a chosen career 
path, whether that is postsecondary 
coursework, industry certification 
or entry into the workforce. These

discontinuation of services. 

Judge Pruitt also briefed 
the magistrates about an 
amendment made to the 

Administrative Code to 

accommodate for the Family 
Medical Leave Act (FMLA). 
The court approved the 

amendment. 

The fiscal court spent 
several minutes deliberating 
over annual bid openings for 
rock and other materials and 
the bids for the bridge projects 
on Bridge Road and Cosby 
Road. The bridge on Bridge 
Road is to be totally replaced 
while the bridge on Cosby 
Road will be resurfaced. 

Judge Pruitt opened sealed 
bids for the projects, with 

Coffey Construction having 


the lowest bid on the Bridge 
Road project of $249,400, and 
Smith Construction having 
the lowest bid for the Cosby 
Road project at $92,992. 

Judge Pruitt informed the 
court that these projects would 
be funded through the state’s 
80/20 program, in which the 
state pays 80 percent of the 
cost and the fiscal court pays 
20 percent. He said that the 
state’s maximum payment 
on these two projects was 
$166,500, which is 80 percent 
of $208,125. 

The sum of the two lowest 
bids for the projects is much 
higher, totaling $342,392. To 
keep the 80/20 ratio, the state 
would need to pay $273,913 
with the fiscal court paying 


$68,478 for the projects. 

The court tabled the bids 
to give Judge Pruitt an 
opportunity to bring the bids 
before the state and ask for 
more adequate funding. Judge 
Pruitt believed that the bids 
are reasonable, since several 
of the bids were similar. 

Hickman County Judge 
Executive-Elect Kenny Wilson 
was present at the meeting. 
No incoming magistrates 
were in attendance. 

The next meeting of the 
Hickman County Fiscal Court 
will be held on Monday, 
July 14, at 6:30 p.m. in the 
conference room in the county 
judge’s office.

include core academic, critical thinking and 
technical skills required in the workplace. 

During the meeting, Henderson explained to 
the board that the Site Based Decision Making 
(SBDM) councils at both Hickman County 
High School and Hickman County Elementary 
have started the principal selection process. 
Interviews began Friday for the positions of 
high school and elementary principals. Perry 
Collins, who served as Hickman County High 
School principal for the 2013-2014 school 
year after the retirement of Larry Farlee, took 
a position at the board of education as the 
Director of Pupil Personnel. Keri Cornwell, 
Hickman County Elementary Principal for the 
2013-2014 school year, returned to the Graves 
County school system. Henderson said that 
both councils are confident that they will have 
new principals in place by July 1. 

Collins updated the board on the districts 
discipline code. He said that the code was 
strengthened in the areas of the homework 
policy, tardies, fighting (automatic 10 days in 
alternative school on first offense), cell phones 
(students will be sent to Saturday School on 
their third offense and Alternative School for 
further offenses), and the dress code. Changes 
to the dress code include the following: 

•No body piercings outside the ear area. 

•Dresses, shorts, and skirt length shall be 
worn at the knee. Leggings can only be worn 
underneath body attire that is the appropriate 
length. Proper means the length must be mid¬ 
thigh or longer. 

•Slim jeans and slim pants are not leggings 
but must fit decently. Leggings include knits 
that are solid or patterned. 

Students are currently allowed to have cell¬ 
phones and other electronic devices on campus 
but the devices are to remain in their locker or 


in their vehicle unless the students are at lunch 
or are on break. 

During the meeting, the board voted to 
purchase a new 72-passenger school bus for 
$92,368. The bus will be financed for 10 years. 
The board discussed that they would like to 
buy one new bus each year to keep the fleet in 
good shape. The board did not purchase a bus 
last year but purchased two the year before. 

The board also decided to contribute $2,900 
from the general fund into the School Nutrition 
Account so that the meal price would not have 
to be increased. Finance Officer Susan Farlee 
briefed the board that the School Nutrition 
program was in good shape financially, but a 
new regulation requires the program to have 
three month’s worth of operating expanses 
in the account. The regulation requires the 
school board to either contribute the difference 
from the general fund or increase lunch and 
breakfast costs to students. Lunch currently 
costs $2.25 per meal and breakfast costs $1.75. 

The personnel report showed that Perry 
Collins had resigned as high school principal 
and was hired as director of pupil personnel, 
Keri Cornwell resigned as elementary 
principal, Jessica Cox was hired as special 
education reacher for the 2014-2015 school 
year, Katherine Edwards resigned as special 
education teacher, Pam Garard was hired as 
reading teacher, Allison Kelly was hired as 
FLIGHT program coordinator, Stephanie Lee 
was hired as secondary special education 
teacher, Paula Myers was hired as Special 
Education aide, Bradley Nanney resigned 
as special education teacher, Rachel Swift 
resigned as preschool aide, and Amber Treece 
was hired as an English/Language Arts teacher.

Board of Education will take place on 
Thursday, July 24 at 7 p.m. at the board office.

“Because of that, I don’t want 
any child who wants a bicycle 
to be without one.” 

Riddick, known among 
children in government housing 
projects across Kentucky and 
beyond as “The Bike Man,” 
has quietly pursued his mission 
from the tiny western Kentucky 
town of Clinton since he retired 
from farming in 1997. As a 
Christian ministry, the bicycles 
have been the catalyst that has 
allowed Riddick to share the 
gospel with multitudes of kids. 

“He’s an example of the 
impact Southern Baptists 
have in communities all over 
Kentucky, across the U.S., and 
around the world,” said Paul 
Chitwood, executive director of 
the 750,000-member Kentucky 
Baptist Convention. “Our men 
and women are working behind 
the scenes in every community, 
town and city, loving their 
neighbors. And the world is a 
better place because of it.” 

Riddick’s refurbished bikes, 
which typically are given to 
Kentucky children, have on 
occasion been shipped as far 
away as Africa. One shipment 


went to missionaries who 
needed them to ride from 
village to village in Ghana. 
Others have gone to central 
Appalachia, one of the poorest 
regions of the U.S. 

Kevin Clark, pastor of First 
Baptist Church in Clinton, 
describes Riddick as “a 
hardworking, humble man” 
who is “passionate about that 
bike ministry like you wouldn’t 
believe.” Clark said Riddick 
lets every child know they’re 
getting a bike because God 
loves them. 

Riddick hasn’t kept count 
of the bikes he’s given away, 
though he’s certain they number 
in the thousands. 

“We don’t just wait for the 
children to come and get a 
bike,” he said. “We go to where 
they are. The Bible tells us to 
go. And, if we didn’t go, the 
really poor kids would never 
get one.” 

Riddick’s wife, Glenda, 
thumbs through a scrapbook 
filled with photos of grinning 
kids sitting atop bikes. Thank 
you notes, obviously penned by 
kids just learning to write, are 


displayed like treasures. 

“We have been blessed more 
than the children have,” Glenda 
said. “There’s no greater joy 
than to give a bike to a kid.” 
Riddick said collecting bicycles 
to give away hasn’t been 
difficult. “If you let people 
know you give bikes away, 
you’ll get bikes. I get so many. 
If I didn’t give so many away, 
they’d pile up here.” 

One of his top providers is 
a salvage company that pulls 
bikes aside. Sometimes, they 
need new tires or tubes or a 
simple sprocket chain repair. 
Sometimes, they call for tape 
on torn seats. Sometimes they 
simply need a good scrubbing. 

Riddick said God used 
his childhood yearning for a 
bicycle to start the ministry and 
to continue it into his senior 
years. He encourages others not 
to use age as an excuse for not 
serving the Lord. 

“If these people sitting at 
home bored to death knew what 
a joy this is, they’d be doing 
it,” he said.

More needs to be done 
to address the shortage of 
primary-care physicians, a big 
problem in rural areas such as 
Hickman County and much 
of Kentucky, according to a 
panel of physicians at “Rural 
Health Journalism 2014,” 
Kris Hickman writes for 
the Association of Health Care 
Journalists, which sponsored 
the conference. 

Almost half of rural U.S. 
counties, 44 percent, struggle 
with primary care physician 
shortages, said Andrew 
B azemore, M .D., M .P.H., 
director of the Robert Graham 
Center for Policy Studies 
in Family Medicine and 
Primary Care of the American 
Academy of Family Physicians. 
According to a presentation 
at the 2013 Kentucky Rural 
Medical Educators Conference, 
Kentucky had a 1,287:1 
primary care physician to 


citizen ratio, which is 557 short 
of the national average. 

The national shortage is 
expected to worsen soon 
because almost 27 percent of 
those providers are older than 
60, said Mark A. Richardson, 
M.D., dean of Oregon Health 
and Science’s School of 
Medicine. 

B azemore said the medical 
community needs to draw more 
attention to the need for more 
primary care physicians in 
rural areas. He also said that 
for every dollar spent on health 
care, only six or seven cents are 
spent on primary care. “States 
facing a shortage should 
remember that primary care is 
the logical basis of any health 


care system,” Bazemore said. 

Richardson recommended 
that medical schools try to 
recruit students who have rural 
backgrounds because they’re 
more likely to return to practice 
in rural areas. He and Bazemore 
agree that students who 
practice in rural areas should 
be given loan forgiveness or 
scholarships. “Debt prevents 
many people from choosing 
primary care,” Bazemore said. 

Richardson said the most 
important factor for where 
medical students end up 
practicing is where they 
completed their training. 
“Rural training is one of 
the highest predictors of a 
rural practice and should be 


required,” he said. To do this, 
the government-imposed cap 
on graduate medical education 
spending would have to be 
abolished. 

“Medical care is not a free 
market dynamic,” Richardson 
said. “We pay for health 
care transactions, rather than 
health.”

Talk about good news 
wrapped in bad: In the midst 
of grieving the loss of a loved 
one, you learn that you were 
named beneficiary of their 
401(k) plan. Chances are 
you’ve got too much on your 
mind to make any sudden 
decisions about what to do 
with the money. 

However, don ’ t procrastinate 
too long. The IRS has 
ironclad rules, deadlines and 
penalties concerning inherited 
retirement accounts, which 
vary depending on what type 
of account it is. This column 
discusses inherited 401(k) and 
similar employer-provided 
plans. 

Under federal law, surviving 
spouses automatically inherit 
their spouse’s 401(k) plan 
unless someone else was 
named beneficiary and the 
surviving spouse signed a 
written waiver. If someone is 
single at death, their plan’s 
assets go to their designated 
beneficiary. 

The IRS has basic tax 
and distribution rules and 
timetables for inherited 401 (k) 


plans. However, the plans 
themselves are allowed to set 
more restrictive guidelines 
if they choose, so read the 
plan documents carefully. 
Basically: 

You must pay income tax 
on distributions (except for 
Roth accounts, which have 
already been taxed), although 
you may be able to spread 
out withdrawals and tax 
payments over a number of 
years, depending on how you 
structure it. 

Many 401(k) plans require 
beneficiaries to withdraw 
the money in either a lump 
sum or separate payments 
extending no longer than five 
years after the person’s death; 
however, some will allow you 
to keep the money in the plan 
indefinitely, so check their 
rules. 

Note that distributions will 
be added to your taxable 
income for the year, which 
can greatly increase your 
tax bite. Thus, many people 
prefer to spread the payments 
out as long as possible. Plus, 
the longer funds remain in 
the account, the longer they 


accrue earnings, tax-free. 

If the original account 
holder had already reached 
the mandatory withdrawal age 
of 70 V£, you may be allowed 
to continue withdrawing 
funds according to his or her 
withdrawal schedule. Your 
minimum annual withdrawal 
amount is based on your own 
life expectancy, according to 
IRS tables (see Appendix C in 
IRS Publication 590 at www. 
irs.gov). Alternatively, you 
could speed up the payment 
schedule or take a lump sum. 

You may also be able to 
transfer your balance into an 
“inherited IRA,” which must 
be named and maintained 
separately from your other 
IRAs. With an inherited 
IRA, you must withdraw a 
certain amount each year, 
based on your life expectancy. 
Distributions must begin the 
year following the donor’s 
death, regardless of whether 
or not you’re retired. 

Make sure the 401(k) trustee 
transfers funds directly to the 
inherited IRA’s trustee so 
you never touch the money; 
otherwise the transfer may be 


voided and you’ll have to pay 
taxes on the entire sum that 
year. 

Surviving spouses have an 
additional option: Instead of 
opening an inherited IRA, 
they’re also allowed to do 
a “spousal rollover,” which 
means rolling over the balance 
into an existing or new IRA 
in their own name. The 
key advantage of a spousal 
rollover is that you don’t have 
to begin taking mandatory 
withdrawals until you reach 
70 Vi, unlike inherited IRAs 
where you must begin 
withdrawals the year after the 
donor’s death. 

One last point: Always 
withdraw at least the required 
minimum distribution (RMD) 
amount each year, if one is 
specified. If not, you’ll pay 
a penalty equal to 50 percent 
of the difference between the 
RMD and what you actually 
withdrew. 

Bottom line: Talk to a 
financial or legal expert 
before taking any action on 
your inheritance.
